Fight Near New Chwang 


Shanghai. April 23.—Reports reach 


liere of desperate fighting south of 
Yin Kow, the seaport of New Chwang. 
The Japanese, who landed In force 
recently, have, according to these re- 
ports, begun the campaign on New 
Chwang and are meeting with desper- 
ate resistance. The Russians have a 
strong force In that vicinity and rec- 
ognizing Its strategic Importance have 
strongly fortified themselves ami do 
not intend to permit the Japanese 
to occupy this point If they can bo 
kept from It. No details of the light- 
ing have been received, nor Is 
It 


known with what success the Japa- 
nese are meeting. 


War May Be More Savage 


Nagasaki. April 29.—The 
sinking 


of the transport Klmshlu by Russian 
torpedo boats, with a number of Japa- 
nese troops aboard, has caused In- 
tense excitement here and has urons- 
cd a feeling of savagery which may 
result In giving the naval war 
at 
least a ferocious aspect which has 
hitherto been lacking on the part of 
the Japanese. It Is safe to say that 
should tho Vladivostok lleet be over- 
taken and beaten while the present 
temper lasts (and this IB regarded :is 
not unlikely) few Russian prisoners 
would be taken. 
The heroism of tho Japanese sol- 


diers who preferred death 
lighting 
against overwhelming odds 
rather 


than surrender. Is spoken of with in- 
tense pride and it Is probable that 
posthumous honors will be conferred 
on all of them. The officers and men 
who surrendered, leaving their com- 
rades to a glorious death, are not pop- 
ular, and unless public feeling chang- 
es their- lot will not be u happy one 
when ihcy return. 


Cross the Yalu 


Home. April 29.—A telegram from 


Seoul states that 30.000 
Japanese 


troops crossed the Yalu river Wed- 
nesday and that It was expected an- 
other 20.000 would cross 
Thursday 


during the night. The Russians are 


to have retreated. 


Hard Fighting 


Chefoo, April 29.—Hard fighting is 


reported along the Yalu and the Japa- 
nese apparently have made good their 
•position on the north bank of 
the 
river In a number of places. Troops 
have been landed both above and be- 
low Antung. which Is the key of tho 
Hussion position, and under the cov- 
er of the first arrivals and the sun- 
boats reinforcements aro being poured 
Into Manchuria. 


It Is expected that before the en.l 


of the week the Japanese will be In 
position to moke an attack on Antung 
In force, if the Russians wait for It. 
which IB doubtful. 
In fact, military 


men eclare that with a strong Japa- 
nese force on three sides of the posi- 
tion It IB untenable and nothing left 
for the Russians but to fall back to 
Ihelr second line at 
Cheng.

squadron, consisting of the armoured 
cruisers Rossln Hurl);, and Gromohol.

the Korean coast. Tho squadron left 
here at daybreak on April 22d. The 
Rurlk returned the following day but 
the others proceeded to Gen San in 
Korea, and hove to off the town on 
the morning of April 2fith, about five 
miles from the entrance, of .the bay. 
Two torpedo boats were sent Into the 
bay and found the Japanese trading 
steamer Goyo Maru at anchor with a 
crow of twenty. Tho latter were ord 
cred ashore and officers took posses- 
sion of the papers and flag and tho 
boat \vns sent to the bottom by a 
torpedo. The squadron returned

Vladivostok on the night of April 27, 
and started on another 
expedition.

A SPANISH MINE 


Different Statements as to the Total
